There will also be an Effigy 
Contest of Delta State 
Statesman for fraternities and 
a Human Pyramid Building 
contest at the cookout 
Pyramid teams will be 
divided into three divisions: 
all-male, all-female, and co¬ 
ed, and will be limited to 15 
members. Teams will be 
judged on originality and time 
duration of the pyramid.

Balloting contested 
due to box absence

A contestment in Tuesdays 
final election for Homecoming 
Queen postponed results until 
Wednesday evening 

Mark Hays, president of 
Atrium Hall, brought up a 
complaint to Election Com¬ 
missioner Casey Moreland 
concerning the balloting in 
that hall 

"The Atrium resident that 
was supposed to monitor the 
ballot box didn’t show,” 
Moreland explained. "The box 
was left unattended and when 
a member of the election 
commission checked up on 
Atrium, he found the unat¬ 
tended box." 

He continued by saying that 
they removed the box at ap¬ 


proximately 9 a m. to prevent 
“stuffing.” 

“The election commission 
decided that these were valid 
grounds for contestment, so 
we took it to congress for their 
final approval." he added 

Hays stated that he felt that 
the 9 a.m.-l p.m. lapse in 
Atrium voting would not have 
affected the overall outcome 
much, but "if you deny one 
person their vote, you've 
messed up.”

The 1977 Homecoming 
Concert will cost SGA ap¬ 
proximately $9,500, according 
to Tommy Hunt, SGA

"As far as the total 
production cost of the concert 
is concerned it comes to a 
rounded figure of about 
$13,000,” Burrell said. “At our 
present ticket rate we’re going 
to have to sell roughly in the 
neighborhood of 1,900 to 2,200 
tickets to break even.” 

Approximately 300-400 on- 
campus tickets have been 
sold, and off-campus sales are 
undeclared 

"I'm still optimistic about 
the whole thing, and I think 
alot of people are planning on 
going to the show this Friday 
and just haven’t bought their 
tickets yet," Burrell com¬ 
mented. "We anticipate ticket 
sales will pick up and hope 
about 500 will be sold on the 
day of the show.”

Two students, discovered 
with marajuana by Safety and 
Security October 11, are now 
working pay-free in the 
agriculture farm in lieu of 
possible more restrictive 
probation or suspension 

Due to the Buckley 
Amendment, the University is 
not at liberty to release in¬ 
formation on the case, but 
Phillip Watkins, vice- 
chancellor for Undergraduate 
Life, commented on this type 
6ase in general 

"We do not require work 
service as part of the punish¬ 
ment,” Watkins stated. "We 
judge each case on the merits 
of the case, depending on the 
circumstances." 

He explained that in cases 
involving damage to the 
University, retribution in 
labor or repair cost is not 
uncommon 

One of the students under 
the work-disipline agreed to 


talk with The Pacer. 

“It’s new, the first time its 
been done," he stated. 
Working us on the farm was 
our idea.” 

He continued by saying that 
he and the other student drew 
up a legal contract with 
Undergraduate Life, stating 
that they would work on the 
farm without pay. He refused 
to comment on what they 
would receive in return for 
their labors 

"You could say we are 
paying back the University for 
doing wrong,” he commented 

He also said he felt that this 
was a test case for further 
discipline, and it was being 
examined closely. 

“There’s a lot of skepticism 
about what is being done by 
different people,” he ex¬ 
plained. “A lot of them are 
wondering if it is going to 
work." 

Watkins agreed with the 
idea of expanding the 


limitations of University 
disciplinary action. 

“If a situation, and all its 
circumstances agree, and if it 
makes sense to have more 
than a warning or a probation, 
we will do this," Watkins 
stated 

He added that the 
retribution to the University 
had to be agreed on by all the 
parties 

"All of this can be appealed, 
all the way to the Chancellor." 
Watkins explained 

He continued by stating that 


the philosophy being, 
disciplinary action is not 
punishment, but counseling 
the student. In this way, the 
University can be more 
lenient than the outside of¬ 
ficials, and the “whole range 
of penalties less severe." ] 
Our overall aim is, if there is 
misbehavioror misconduct, to 
get that behavior stopped, and 
get the student back in line 
with the rest of the Univer¬ 
sity,” Watkins concluded. 
"We are successful in that, 
and sometimes we’re not; 
sometimes we strike out."

Both girls made checks out 
to a private individual, whom 
the salesman called a group 
leader or sponsor The 
organization the sales said 
they represented was Trad- 
wind Sales Organizations 

Patrick Towns applied for 
and received a city pernjit at 
Martin City Hall. Although 
one student claimed the 
permit had expired, Martin 
police said the permit was 
good for a year. 

According to Sgt. Bernard 
Waggner of the Martin Police 
force, several Martin citizens 
called in to complain about the 
solicitors

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Various factors responsible 


for arbitrary voter response 


The low percentage of voters who par¬ 
ticipated in the recent SGA congressional 
••lections is representative of the general lack 
of interest characteristic of the student body at 
UTM. 

Out of approximately 5000 students enrolled 
ip the University of Tennessee at Martin, only 
around 800 or so demonstrated enough interest 
in their own Student Government Association 
to vote in its congressional elections This 
constitutes about a 16 percent voter turnout As 
a result, the people who were elected to office 
will not be able to realistically represent the 
majority of their constituents Consequently, 
they will have neither the support, nor the 
ethical authority to make any decisions in¬ 
volving those who they are supposedly elected 
to represent This line of reasoning leads 
ultimately to the conclusion that the SGA will 
not be very responsive to the needs of the 
student body, as all the ideas and opinions on a 
gjven issue will not be taken into consideration 
The SGA will also be unable to function at its 
optimum level as a mediator between the 
student body and the administration. So much 
to the democratic process 

: Various reasons can be attributed to the 
relatively poor voter turnout. The Pacer is first 
to acknowledge its own negligence in regard to 
the elections In order for any public event to be 
successful a portion of the responsibility lies 
vtfth the press to make sure that the event is 
well publicized. The Pacer should have played 
a'more active part in informing the public of 
the elections. Part of the blame could also be 
shared with the SGA for failing to spur the 
Pacer with additional information and request 
for coverage 

Another factor which contributed to the poor 
voter response was the lack of enthusiasm put 
into the elections by the SGA itself The 
congressional elections were evidently given a 


secondary designation with regard to the 
Executive Cabinet elections Since 
representation of the student body should 
always be the first consideration of the SGA, an 
all-out effort it warranted whenever student 
elections are to be held The same amount of 
time and energy which characterized the 
presidential election should have been put into 
each of the congressional races Platform 
statements should have been published, and- 
public forums should have been held. The SGA 
should concentrate its full attention to each and 
every student election, always emphasizing its 
importance to the collective welfare of the 
student body 

The fact that only 16 percent of the student 
body even bothered to vote in the congressional 
elections also raises serious doubts as to the 
necessity of an SGA congress at all. Logic 
dictates that if an institution is ineffective with 
respect to its designated purpose, then that 
institution should either be improved upon to 
bring it back to a viable state of being, or 
eliminated altogether. Let us examine the 
facts. In the majority of the cases, the students 
who are elected to be SGA congress persons do 
not fulfill their obligation to their constituents 
upon taking office For the system to work 
effectively, they should be at every session of 
Congress. fully aware of the issues that are to 
confront them. This is certainly a far cry from 
the present situation If only a relatively few 
genuinely concerned students attend these 
meetings, how can the SGA congress seriously 
vote on the matters which will affect the 
majority of students at UTM? 

As it stands now, the SGA Congress may be 
considered an ineffective governing body 
which should either be altered immensely, or 
dissolved. There is no justification in allowing 
it to exist any further without the support, 
externally and internally, of the student body at 
UTM. 


Housing losses predicted; 


implications 

• The fact that UTM housing will lose ap¬ 
proximately *70,000 during the course of the 
1977-78 scholastic year is a matter of utmost 
concern for all those who plan to reside in 
university housing in the coming years. 

: The contributing factors to this loss are many 
and varied. One rather obvious reason is the 
attitude of most students regarding the 
facilities in which they live. Many utilities at 
the students' disposal are taken for granted and 
Subsequently used as if the resources from 
which they are derived were infinite in nature 
These students apparently cannot see that such 
a reckless type of behavior can only lead to an 
eventual loss of the required necessities 
altogether, or continued services as a much 
higher cost. Not only do these students risk an 
increase in their own expenditures, but they 
also create a financial hardship for those who 
plan to attend UTM in the future. The present 
situation could be avoided to a large extent if 
students would become more conservation 
conscious, realizing that they are only harming 
themselves by acting otherwise. 

Another factor which can be directly related 
to the lo6s sustained by the Housing Depart¬ 
ment is the number of personnel employed by 
the department for the maintenance of the 
various facilities. If the number of employees 
could be reduced even on a small scale, the

far-reaching 

saving could be substantial This cutback 
would not necessarily imply a loss in tne 
quality of services received by the residents of 
the housing facilities, however. The same 
amount of services could be rendered if the 
employees who remained on the job were to 
devote more time and energy to their jobs. This 
would necessitate a higher rate of pay, of 
course, but the savings would still be greater 
than that of keeping the present work force at 
full capacity. 

The loss of *70,00 by the Housing Department 
also presents problems in the operation of other 
auxiliary enterprises on the UT Martin cam¬ 
pus. The money has to be accounted for 
somewhere, so naturally the university must 
look to its other services for the revenue. The 
Bookstore is a prime example of this type of 
exploitation. A portion of the money is 
recovered by charging higher prices for text¬ 
books and other education-related materials. 
This way everyone suffers -- including those 
who do not live on campus but must still buy 
their books in the Bookstore. This is a situation 
that most assuredly needs to be corrected. 

It is evident that a solution to this dilemma 
must be found within the near future if the cost 
of higher education at UTM is to remain at a 
minimum Even common sense dictates that 
an enterprise cannot continue to operate in¬ 
definitely at a loss.

yet focused clearly. 

It’s a big step, progressing 
from undergraduate school to 
the world "oustide.” Here at 
UTM, things are reasonably 
secure and certain, for most of 
us, during our four-year stay. 
Once you’re enrolled in a 
particular school, the 
program to be followed has 
variety, yet stability: 
requirements must be met, 
certain courses mast be taken 
during certain quarters, and it 
all seems cozy. That’s the 
inside. 

The outside, I understand, is 
quite different. The "real 
world,” as my fellow high 
school graduates who never 
went to college, parents, and 
teachers tell me, can be harsh, 
friendless, and cruel. More 
than ever before, life is what 
you make it. If it's a job, you 
make the contacts and 
produce to the satisfaction of 
employers. To a greater 
degree than in college, you 
advance or digress according 
to your ability. It It's graduate 
school, you sell yourself 
through application and in¬ 
terviews. And once you're 
‘‘in," the professors let you do 
most, if not all, the work in¬ 


volved in the courses 

Well, that’s painting a 
pretty dark picture. Post¬ 
graduate existence is not 
entirely a matter of "doing 
unto other or get done in.” 
There are friends and family 
who are willing, even eager, to 
help Placement offices, 
counseling services, and other 
institutions actually depend 
upon the needy graduate to 
stay in business But more 
important than these, for me, 
is the help from God. 

If you haven't quit reading 
this because "another d—d 
Jesus Freak is pushing 
religion," let me continue 
Since this is an editorial, what 
is said here is my opinion (and 
that of several hundred other 
students), not that of the 
paper staff. In a very real 
sense the loving Being 
Christians call God takes an 
interest in every human 
beings' daily affairs.

Many 
seniors doubtlessly identify 
with my questions about 
what's going to happen next 
year, I hope they take the 
answer to those questions, God 
Himself, for more than mere 
emotion, or the product of 
someone's imagination. He’s a

A slave would 
testify to his or her dramatic 
adventures on the day, and 
then Elizabeth Wallace would 
comment in a delightfully 
caustic fashion on her opinion 
of the matter Another slave 
would testify, and Ms Wallace 
would comment.

The Pacer's victory was 
their first win over Nichols

The first quarter explosion 
began at 9:51 when Alvin

Jamieson explained that the 
industry worked around the 
embargo by getting oil from 
other countries not under the

"Then a settlement was 
reached and embargoes were 
lifted and at the same time 
OPEC (Oil Producing and 
Exporting Countries) 
drastically increased the price 
of crude oil," he stated.

‘‘Another campus 
presentation has not been 
scheduled as of now,” she 
said. “But, RIBChas tentative 
dates to perform at Lane, 
Fisk, and Rust Colleges." 

“Also, we are seriously 
checking into the possibilities 
of recording the soundtrack 
from Rhapsody in Black. 

Taylor says that some 
of her ideas stem from the 
Memphis based production 
"An Evening of Sou!.” She 
also gives much credit to 
"Butch” Mays for his advice 
supervision, and excellence in 
writing and arranging his 


Taylor also noted that the 
English department has 
requested a second per¬ 
formance. 

Use of the Ballroom or any 
of the University Center’s 
rooms was not obstructed by 
unnecssary red tape Con¬ 
trastingly, efforts to have the 
performance in the Fine Arts 
Auditorium were hindered 
from first to last When the 
show was produced last 
spring, its reservation for the 
auditorium was ousted by 
Harriet Fulton to allow an 
unannounced concert 
rehearsal. Also, Taylor’s 
request to use a piano from 
Fine Arts in the Ballroom was 
so rudely considered that she 
became upset and withdrew 
her request Although her 
latter efforts to audience her 
play in the Fine Arts 
Auditorium were fruitful, 
these efforts survived 
statements relative to “we 
might as well turn it (the 
auditorium) over to the BSA”. 


Rhapsody in Black Com¬ 
pany gave its fourth per¬ 
formance to a sell-Out crowd 
of 300 Wednesday, October 12, 
in the Fine Arts Auditorium 
Co-authored by Pam “The 
Sham” Taylor and Lawrence 
"Butch” Mays, the play's 
theme was to obtain “total" 
International Black Com¬ 
munications by first obtaining 
self unity. '"Hie point of 
Rhaposdy „ in Black’s 
production,” Taylor 

explained, “is to reach totality 
by initial unity on our local 
areas.” 

“I have been asked how 
could amateurs produce such 
a show,” she continued 
“Rhapsody in Black actors 
are talented neophytes who 
worked hard to develop their 
show's professional at¬ 
mosphere This basic working 
relationship possessed by the 
company is an excellent 
example of the plays theme of 
unity. 

When asked who sponsored 
RIBC. Taylor said that no 
permanent sponsor existed. In 
reality, the company operates 
on a 50-50 basis and is 
generally responsible for its 
finances. If a sponsor were 
claimed, it would be the Black 
Student Association (BSA). 

Taylor has received 
requests for a second per¬ 
formance from individuals 
who could not attend Wed¬ 
nesday. "RIBC’s success is 
established," she remarked 
“Yet its future success lies in 
the public’s demand for 
performances Wednesday’s 
presentation was given 
specifically for the freshmen 
If more people want to see 
Rhapsody in Black again, 
we’ll try to produce it."
